When John Fitzgerald Kennedy took the oath office 
our thirty-fifth President had come the end 
long hard road which had its strategic political be- 
ginnings October 28, 1959. that Wednesday 
Morning, sixteen men met with the Baystate’s Junior 
Senator Hyannisport, Massachusetts which would 
culminate his election this Nation’s highest office. 
Included the group were his original brain trust- 
brother Robert, brother-in-law Stephen Smith, tactician 
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Kenneth O’Donnell, organizer Lawrence O’Brien, 
alter-ego Theodore Sorensen, public opinion analyst 
Louis Harris, jovial Pierre Salinger, political warrior 
John Bailey and Joseph Kennedy, father the can- 
didate and force unto himself. The meeting was 
analytic, strategic and operational. When adjourned, 
the final assault plans were laid and precise definition 
function ascertained. was decided that the nomi- 
nation had won the primary route. The coun- 
try was then divided into regions and assigned Ken- 
nedy lieutenants for survey and political commitment 
their candidate. Sorensen was designated national 
policy chief and brother Bobby was become opera- 
tional and practical campaign manager. 

The Hyannisport summit meeting was not the only one 
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its kind held 1959. some standards was 
probably held too late. early December 1958, 
Richard Nixon met with his confidants the palm- 
fringed home (“Beebee”) Rebozo Key Bis- 
cayne, Florida. Among them were Leonard Hall, former 
Republican National Chairman and arch enemy 
Nelson Rockefeller. After surveying the wreckage the 
Republican party precipitated the disastrous 1958 
Congressional elections, they too, made plans win 
the Presidency for Nixon. January 1959 found Stuart 
Symington seeking the advice and help Clark Clif- 
ford bringing the Presidency border state. Hubert 
Humphrey made his decision within the confines 
the Duluth Hotel Minnesota July 11, 1959. Sam 
Rayburn announced the formation “unofficial” 
Johnson for President committee Dallas October 
17, Fall and early Winter 1959 rounded 
out the list candidates with organized activity the 
part Nelson Rockefeller and Adlai Stevenson. 


Kennedy and Humphrey were the first battle 
the Democratic lists. After some indecision, Kennedy 
agreed enter the Wisconsin primary. His doubts 
were well founded. Most professional politicians hate 
tempt Wisconsin primary. For Kennedy poor 
showing might make Wisconsin his political graveyard. 
Although Kennedy won majority the popular vote 
Wisconsin, Humphrey secured the moral victory. 
The results the West Virginia primary were far more 
conclusive. Not only was religion used Kennedy’s 
advantage but the results were decisive that Humph- 
rey withdrew from the race. The hopes the Steven- 
son, Symington and Johnson forces now rested 
deadlocked convention. far the Republicans were 
concerned, once Nixon agreed Rockefeller’s Fourteen 
Point Compact Fifth Avenue, his nomination was 
assured. What happened after this are well known 
elements contemporary political history. 


Without doubt, this volume the finest account the 
1960 campaign date. Novelist White blends his 
literary talents with the pragmatic, microscopic evalua- 
tions political scientist. shows quite clearly 
how the Kennedy forces used the religious issue, based 
the 1956 Sorensen-Bailey hypothesis, their advan- 
tage during the convention and the campaign. While 
does overlook some the delegate bargaining the 
Democratic convention, this does not any detract 
from the drama and excitement present Room 8315 
the Kennedy suite the Biltmore Hotel the 
Convention floor. The role Joseph Kennedy 
organizing the New York delegates neutralizing 
Governor Robert Meyner New Jersey not only 
interesting reading but highly informative. His chapter, 
Retrospect Yesterday’s Future, the finest piece 
writing the book. Although would difficult 
label White Democratic partisan the basis this 
book, does apply literary scalpel the Republican 
party and its 1960 standard bearer with his accusation 
indecision and unwillingness face the realities 
the Sixties. Selection the Book 
the Month Club, this narrative history American 
politics action will probably become its best seller

Priestley calls his latest lovel piece sheer self-indul- 
gence,” the result deciding write just the kind 
story loves read but that nobody writes for him. 
mixture international intrigue, detective story, and 
science fiction, spreads its action five countries 
and four continents with fast-moving plot that never 
becomes credible but always remains absorbing. 


Tim Bedford, young English painter, unwittingly 
stumbles upon mad world-conspiracy when 
sponds dying cousin’s request find her husband, 
Joe Farne, who has disappeared after taking job 
biochemist the Arnoldos Research Institute Peru.

Farne drugged and helpless captive; but before any 
aid possible, his objective spirited away and him- 
self imprisoned. spy the ranks helps him escape, 
but then learns that Rosalia has been sent 
stralia. doubled incentive makes his way 
thither and upon arrival promptly displays his steady 
genius for being captured.

With indescribable beauty yet with clinical accuracy, 
Salamanca writes this intense and vital novel 
young man who suffers his way wisdom when 
falls tragically love with disturbed patient 
mental institution. beautifully descriptive prose the 
author evokes the quiet the town Stonemont, 
the summer afternoons, the mystery life, and the 
mystery madness. 


The story, told from the point view Bruce 
eighteen year old boy, covers four years. means 
personal diary the narrator develops from shy and 
lonely young boy into mature though saddened man. 
After returns from the war Bruce loose ends 
and because his mother wanted him something 
help people, and because didn’t know what else

and she laughed sound like the crystal 
prisms wind-chime blown together.” And she

Instead helping Lilith earnestly tries do, 
Bruce becomes obsessively involved with her and 
almost completely corrupted her evil and insanity. 
The wonderful part the book the insight and the 
skill with which the author shows the boy’s emotional 
deterioration loses himself the complicated 
fantasies Lilith’s invention. haunting brilli- 
ance Bruce revealed his mental change and 
frightening watch his corruptly functioning in- 
telligence and his effortless improvisations con- 
ceals his love for Lilith from the other members the 
staff. any illicit affair see much evidence 
self-deception rationalizes his behavior and be- 
comes more deeply involved with Lilith. suffer 
with him read his anxiety, his heightened sen- 
his restless exhaustion when Lilith loses all con- 
tact with reality and another patient commits suicide.

Condon, Richard Talent for Loving 
McGraw-Hill. July 18, 1961. 267p. $4.95. (Ila) 


Talent for Loving is, and this must stated the 
outset, very funny book. Its author has, effect, writ- 
ten almost classical burlesque the “t.v. hallowed” 
Western tale adventure. all here: the dance- 
hall hostesses; the professional gamblers; the good guys 
and the bad guys; the Mexican bandits; the beautiful 
heroine; the inseparable companions; the attack the 
train; the phony heroics; the gun town”; and 
all the rest the which holds millions 
American eyes focused the television screen, night 
after night, after night. And, course, the dyed the 
wool addict will find Mr. Condon’s novel something 
less than amusing because dares hold ridi- 
cule one the sacred cows our culture. 


The wide open spaces the Texas plains and the 
Mexican mountains during the years 1844-1871 give the 
novelist ample room move about in; and takes 
full advantage his opportunity. That can get 
away with his dead-pan mockery the traditional 
Western genuine tribute his talents. The style 
alone justifies the price the book: the language simply 
reeks with cliches, with violent ornamentation, with 
sentimentality, and with deliberately saccharine speech. 
But most impressive all the beautifully artistic 
parody the “strong, silent” understatement the 
cowboy hero legend. One brief example may help 
illustrate the point. Two guns fired four shots 
rapid succession from the sidewalk Pickering City, 
Texas; and four “bad men” lie dead the street. The 
killer, who also the “hero” the novel, Major Patten, 
looks down upon the bodies his victims and says: 
“They reached and they fumbled an’ was fatal 
weakness.” 


What could more wonderful than the following 
description the beautiful heroine, Evalina Patten? 
She said be: “more beautiful than any 
ever adjust Her eyes were great and shining and 
black like the tips city policeman’s shoes protruding 
from under ivory satin drape Just beneath the 
thrillingly banal expression upon her glorious face, 
random repetition, there glowed and faded untold, un- 
tapped riches wistful, ineffable lust.” Even sex, which 
has become the stock trade the “adult Western” 
gets the full treatment from the irreverent Mr. Condon. 


impossible for any author consistently funny 
throughout 267 pages; and there are moments let- 
down, dullness; but the novelist never really lets 
down. The duller passages serve but whet our appe- 
tites for what come next. This strange mixture 
fact and fantasy will appreciated connoisseurs 
the different, the off-beat fiction. Recommended

One the great advantages the vast public sales 
that books are now enjoying America the appear- 
ance continental European novels worthy transla- 
tion and reprint. Nature Equal sample this, 
and exceptionally good one. the work 
young Catalan novelist, his first translated into 
English. 


The plot, rather simple one, carries enormous implica- 
tions for contemporary society. Joaquim Civit owns 
Barcelona factory that provides him enormous in- 
come. But ignorant the circumstances which 
his employees live. Pere Jordana, assistant clerk 
the firm’s offices, has been chosen drive Civit 
Saragossa and Santander business trip. 
rare opportunity for Jordana, although traditions rule 
out any conversation that not initiated Civit. 
Novelist Espinas gives convincing account how 
both men observe these age-old customs. 


Several miles out Saragossa, the car, driven 
Jordana, skids off the slippery road. Both men are in- 
jured, but Jordana recovers sufficiently carry his un- 
conscious, seriously hurt superior farmhouse not 
far off. During the next several days the association 
between the two men deepens way that completely 
defies the customs that had separated them. Jordana 
had saved Civit’s life. touched him, 
felt sharing common humanity, mingling

where. 


The main cause Gratt’s attitude seems that 
somehow other never did get around marrying 
Patsy McCutcheon even though loved her his 
own unintense way. series flashbacks, the story, 
all too sordid many spots, Patsy Jo’s refusal give 
her adolescent body equally adolescent Gratt, 
her final capitulation beginning affair that stretched 
over seventeen years, including abortion and time 
promiscuity with other men, woven with 
briefer story Gratt who could find neither purpose 
nor interest his life though had participated 
the Death March Bataan and the consequent cap- 
tivity. Woven also into the tale, flashback, are the 
backgrounds the families and parents both pro- 
tagonists and curious lot they were that with their 
inabilities manage their own lives remain faith- 
ful their marital partners. this reviewer reads 
the story Gratt and Patsy are half-siblings since Tom 
McCutcheon seems have fathered them both, one 
wedlock, the other adultery. 


The approach Gratt’s marriage Eleanor stirs Patsy 
into action. She persuades her father that Gratt had 
promised himself her, seems have done 
rather desultory fashion, and that the family honor 
would smirched Tom did nothing about it. Tom 
McCutcheon, consequently, warned Gratt that 
would pistol him, went through with the 
riage, but both parties seem have taken this threat 
only half-heartedly. Tom, however, did work himself 
the point where shot Gratt, the bridal 
procession was leaving the church, only miss the 
bridegroom and kill Eleanor. Tom then committed 
suicide when his escape was blocked. After short 
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while Gratt and Patsy marry, which, their minds, 
least, the proper culmination the whole affair, 
even though Patsy seems hate him just about 
much she loves him. After the birth their first 
child and the death old Shafer family retainer, 
this hate wiped away and the two acquire some mys- 
terious sense the fitness things the story ends. 


first novel author, who received earlier 
Atlantic Prize for story writing and Atlantic grant 
help the writing this effort, the book leaves 
turgid psychic stirabout rather stale plot the 
lives people who seem slaves sort heredi- 
tary environment. The only thing certain about any 
the characters their uncertainty for reasons and 
motivation any part their lives actions. The 
earlier pages the book contain some nastily obscene 
language, attractive only the prurient, and there 
occasional profanity. Gratt and Patsy are aware 
that something wrong with their lives but their sense 
morality seldom reaches even natural plane. 
general, there little value the story and, though 
should not injure the mature reader, there seems 
particular reason recommend him.

Waugh, Auberon The Foxglove Saga 
Simon and Schuster. July 17, 1961. 252p. $3.95. (IIb) 


The blurbs the jacket add “the most stunning 
bouquet praise ever lavished upon twenty-two-year- 
old first novelist.” Unfortunately for the novel, the 
plugs written Graham Greene, John Betjeman, and 
Malcolm Muggeridge are clearer, wittier, and far more 
imaginative than anything inside. One wonders how 
far this same novel would have gotten were its author 
not the son Evelyn Waugh. 


Young Waugh not angry young man, just snig- 
gering one. Much the book seems based personal 
experience, and much dreary indeed. Even 
his central characters, Waugh attended Catholic 
Prep school run the Benedictines. Even his heroes, 
Waugh was “rusticated” after failing examinations. 
Even his protagonist, Waugh has section his den 
devoted nude “which was art.” There much 
behind-the-hand reference homosexual goings-on 
school and later which seems meant witty, yet 
never is. Passages relating children soiling them- 
selves may fundamentally funny Waugh-like 
pun!) but think most readers will fail see the 
humor. Efforts link the present book Vile Bodies 
are nearly sacrilegious. 


The plot concerns the adventures some school chums 
one Martin Foxglove. All have impossible parents 
who can’t understand their offspring and all are in- 
finitely superior intrigue and guile their teachers 
and proctors. All are completely unadmirable, unsuc- 
cessful, and undisturbed. 


The author lays his satire with trowel. Lady Fox- 


glove, mother the hero, religious fanatic. Her 
good deed recorded book for some future 
hagiographer. Dutifully she checks the proper corporal 
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work mércy each time she feeds baby, visits some- 
one hospital, buries infant monster under the 
floor. She liberally equipped with Lourdes water 
which serves specific for cancer, thunderstorms, 

ody odor, any the ills that flesh heir to. She 
ends her days madhouse and Martin assumes her 
blackmail payments. 


The Benedictines are impossible. One writes books 
the love Chooty, St. Paul’s pet Pekinese, Fifi, St. 
Peter’s little dog. Another monk lectures “the 
Isness that transcends reality.” The squabble for the 
worldly possessions departed brother makes all the 
monks sorry, grubby, venal lot. 


After emerging from school, some graduation, some 
expelled because diabolism, the young men try for 
careers “The Pigs,” commando regiment. None 
successful. O’Connor goes AWOL and makes living 
for while peddling stolen goods from wheelbarrow. 
eventually becomes reporter for scandal sheet. 
Stoat, another the jolly schoolboys, fails everything 
and becomes monk. 


For satire have bite, for humor have depth, there 
must solid basis truth. This what made 
Evelyn Waugh’s early works important. The lack 
solid basis truth makes the present book poor 
humor, satire, and art.

“Death has come into the ring, and has taken seat 
spectator, nobody knows where. That may sound literary, 
but it’s the plain truth. And everyone knows it’s true. 
weren’t for fear, the whole thing wouldn’t worth watch- 
ing. It’s death that provides the seasoning.” 
Such the conversation between visiting reporter and 
novelist, local bull-fight and such the true 
feeling among the spectators the annual corrida 
the small towns Spain. Fear rides the horns the 
bull and rides the thoughts and actions the tor- 
reros they prepare for the encounter. 


Less than twenty-four hours time spans the story 
two bull-fighters, one failure thirty, the other 
beginner still his teens. Awakening speckled, 
fly-trap second rate hotel, the pair friends share 
confidences and hopes with each other, and the author 
carries with them they wander through town, 
fiesta, preparing for the major event, the bull-fight. But 
not the grand spectacle, the imposing music, the 
overall pageantry that presented, rather the poor 
preparations, the hired musicians, the sordid back- 
ground, all tainted with fear that brings the true picture 
Spanish bull-fights us. 


Ilsa Barea translates the story into vivid, realistic lan- 
guage, that leaves the reader breathless after escaping 
the horns young untried bull. bit difficult 
classify translation, for one does not know whether 
the author has succeeded well his word portrait, 
the native language, the translator has added his 
own ingenuity make the color vivid, but any 
rate, the finished result fascinating. 
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Only the ever present lady-of-pleasure prevents gen- 
eral recommendation the book. well written, 
vivid portrayal, and true life with the sentiments 
and actions typical the Spaniard.

Lavin, Mary The Great Wave and Other Stories 
July 31, 1961. 212p. $3.50. (IIa)

they things that seem shame him before the 
world. Miss Lavin has axe grind. She simply 
offers good, clear prose interesting people, sights, and 
sounds. 


Miss Lavin adept two kinds story: she can nar- 
rate fully rounded series events, she does 
the title-story this collection, “The 
Great Wave.” The danger with this form is, course, 
that the plot may make excessive demands the 
author; order secure symmetry, character may 
strained. Miss Lavin has not completely escaped this 
danger but she still, even her not quite flawless 
pieces, holds the reader’s attention very firmly. She 
her best, however, her other type narrative, the 
description very slight incident that has vast im- 
portance, but importance which entirely depend- 
ent the individual’s own apprehensions and con- 
cealed within his mind, or, rather, revealed the 
reader but not the other characters the story. The 
event itself may very slight their eyes This sort 
story has become rather closely identified with The 
New Yorker where seven these pieces actually have 
appeared. demands great skill because, unobtrusively 
but certainly, the character’s past, with its influences, 
and his present, with its hopes and fears, must made 
clear and interesting the reader that the effect 
the little incident sensitive subject may fully 
shared. Lavin slightly more explicit than some 
others her use this form but she knows the value 
suggestion and implication. 
The Irish setting and idiom will, course, more 
welcome some than others, but need bother 
nobody. These stories are the stuff humanity, 
they are universal their appeal.

Author Stacton this quasi-historical 
novel, writes with power, introspection and depth about 
the personalities, events and issues which surround the 
murder Mr. Lincoln. His vehicle the “Prince 
Players,” Edwin Booth, what may termed 
“flash back” procedure. Actually has taken little 
liberty with the historical facts and has impregnated 
into his style and pages the style and manner com- 
petent historian with the overtones well read pro 
secutor.

Power and Policy the USSR badly needed mono- 
graphic study the socio-political science field the 
poet-scholar and sometime British foreign service officer, 
Robert Conquest. Disavowing any pretensions ex- 
haustiveness the dimensions formal historiog- 
raphy “the savage years” (1945 1959), Conquest 
has produced brilliant and original presentation 
the murderous internal power politics the Soviet 
Union. With patient care and the utmost British 
reserve cautiously documents (Soviet sources) each 
thesis this gripping survey the internecine struggle 
seize Stalin’s fallen imperial crown. 


Robert Conquest never forgets his major: one dares 
invest the never-never land Soviet ideology, all 
can certain uncertainty. Nor does ever 
fall victim the fallacy that ideology and Marxist- 
Leninist dogma are objective and immutable realities. 
Pasternak’s Doctor Zhivago asked, “Is there reality 
anywhere Russia? Reality has gone into hiding.”
